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FOREWORD 


It  may  seem  curious  to  users  of  this  volume  that  the  first  manuscript 
I  collection  listed  bears  the  number  456  rather  than  I,  but  the  explana- 
I  tion  is  simple.  Two  decades  ago  the  wealth  of  personal  papers  accumu- 
lated  by  the   Minnesota  Historical  Society  over  the    preceding    eight 
decades  was  described  and  indexed  in  a  volume  to  which  the  present 
publication  is  a  supplement.  This  Guide  serenely  resumes  the  story  —  or 
I  catalog  —  where  the  other  leaves  off,  and  it  accounts  for  the  enrichment 
I  of  the  collections   during  the   past   twenty  years   plus   certain   sources 
I  descriptions  of  which  were  omitted  from  the  earlier  volume.  In  years  to 
come  other  volumes  in  the  series,  one  may  safely  predict,  will  carry  the 
numbering  on  from  1645  —  the  final  figure  in  this  volume  —  into  many 
thousands. 

This  continuity  of  numbering  symbolizes  the  endless  and  challenging 

task  of  the  Society.  It  was  fortunate  indeed  that  this  institution  began 

P  in  the  very  year  the  Territory  of  Minnesota  was  organized  and  has  been 

active  in  every  decade  since  that  pioneer  age.  With  a  vigilant  eye  on  the 

\  past,  the  Society  is   also  in  touch  with   each   new  year  of  event   and 

•  change.  Its  collecting,  consistently  with  the  purposes  of  the  founding 

fathers,  therefore  takes  into  account  Minnesota's  long  backgrounds  as 

well  as  its  contemporary  life. 

A  reading  of  the  present  Guide  quickly  discloses  the  fact  that  recent 
years  not  only  have  added  an  impressive  number  of  new  collections  but 
also  have  enriched  and  enlarged  many  of  the  collections  described  in 
V  the  earlier  volume.  It  is  noteworthy  also  that  the  new  Guide  has  a  much 
S  broader  scope  than  the  earlier  one,  since  it  includes  not  only  personal 
papers  but  also  the  records  of  diverse  organizations,  business  establish- 
ments, institutions,  and  groups.  The  user  will  find  it  desirable  and  con- 
venient to  have  both  volumes  at  hand  for  guidance  in  his  search  through 
the  vast  storehouse  of  manuscripts  now  preserved  by  the  Society.  Often 
I    one  collection  supplements  another,  and  the  research  trail  on  a  given 
E  question  or  person  may  wind  through  a  score  or  more  of  collections. 

Twenty  years  ago,  in  introducing  the  first  volume,  I  sketched  the 

'  history  of  the  Society's  manuscripts  department  and  drew  attention  to 

both  the  scope  and  the  character  of  the  collection  as  a  whole  and  to  its 


potential  usefulness,  not  alone  to  historians  but  to  many  other  inter- 
preters of  the  past  as  well.  I  took  note  also  of  the  importance  of  scientific 
administration  of  manuscript  collections  and  the  national  need  for  ana- 
lytical inventories  as  "a  step  toward  the  organization  of  knowledge  in 
America  on  a  scale  not  yet  achieved  and  in  a  spirit  conforming  to  the 
new  day  of  planning  and  co-operation."  Much  of  what  I  then  wrote 
seems  pertinent  and  applicable  to  the  present  volume.  The  earlier  Guide, 
it  is  fair  to  say,  was  a  pioneering  venture  that  helped  to  forward 
throughout  the  country  a  movement  to  make  the  historical  treasures  of 
the  American  past  more  readily  available,  through  systematic  descrip- 
tions and  inventories,  than  had  been  the  case  in  an  earlier  day. 

A  review  of  the  contents  of  the  present  Guide  leaves  several  very  dis- 
tinct impressions  with  respect  to  the  character  of  the  collection  as  a 
whole.  One  is  that  of  the  variety  of  historical  materials  assembled  by 
the  Society.  Listed  in  these  pages  are  autobiographies,  letters,  diaries, 
reminiscences,  biographies,  minutes  of  organizations,  business  account 
books,  case  records,  bills  of  lading,  constitutions,  ledgers,  legal  papers, 
cartoons,  genealogies,  inventories,  household  accounts,  records  of  births 
and  marriages  and  deaths,  even  autographs,  and  yet  other  kinds  of 
sources.  This  variety  suggests  at  once  the  comprehensive  sweep  of  his- 
torical interest  that  the  Society  has  had  in  its  planned  efforts  to  find  and 
preserve  the  documents  of  Minnesota's  life  and  people,  and  some  of  the 
manifold  ways  in  which  a  civilized  society  manages  to  record  its  doings. 

The  impression  of  variety  is  strengthened  when  one  looks  at  the  physi- 
cal nature  of  the  collection  and  notes  that  in  addition  to  original,  first- 
hand manuscripts  and  typewritten  and  carbon  copies  of  letters,  there  is 
a  growing  body  of  material  preserved  in  the  form  of  photostats  and 
microfilms.  Thus  important  records  for  the  history  of  the  state  and  the 
region,  the  originals  of  which  are  preserved  in  London  or  Montreal  or 
New  York  or  other  far  places,  have  been  made  available  through  modern 
technical  devices.  Illustrations  include  the  Jonathan  Carver  Papers, 
archives  in  the  United  States  Office  of  Indian  Affairs,  the  records  of  the 
American  Home  Missionary  Society,  the  London  Papers  of  the  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company,  and  the  Joseph  N.  Nicollet  and  Jay  Cooke  Papers. 

But  the  scope  of  the  collection  is  most  vividly  illustrated  by  its  con- 
tent —  its  far-ranging  subject  matter.  One  expects  to  find  clues  to  rec- 
ords that  reflect  the  industrial  and  economic  past  of  Minnesota.  The 
building  of  the  commonwealth  was  a  big  job,  with  many  facets,  involv- 
ing the  most  diverse  talents  and  skills.  Here  are  descriptions  of  papers 
relating  to  the  early  fur  trade,  to  lumbering  and  farming,  to  steamboat- 
ing,  real  estate,  surveying,  mining,  roads  and  railroads,  to  dairying, 
horticulture,  forestry,  architecture,  banking,  housing,  advertising,  and 
prices  and  wages,  even  to  soapmaking  and  lacemaking. 

Students  these  days  are  much  concerned  with  social  and  cultural  his- 
tory. They  can  use  the  Guide  as  a  key  to  records  of  education,  church 
(including  many  denominations)   and  religion,  foreign  and  home  mis- 
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sions,  journalism,  travel,  household  economy,  social  relations,  music, 
opera,  the  story  of  professional  and  learned  societies,  the  temperance 
movement  and  liquor  laws,  saloonkeeping  also,  and  various  aspects  of 
creative  work,  including  writing  and  the  arts.  And,  inevitably,  the 
manuscripts  illuminate  the  broad  spheres  of  political  history,  Indian 
policy,  wars  from  Lincoln's  day  to  our  own,  lawmaking,  the  judiciary, 
labor  problems,  and  a  host  of  other  important  matters. 

The  sweep  of  subject  interest  is  not  unrelated  to  the  chronological 
coverage  of  the  collection,  which  extends  from  the  middle  of  the  seven- 
teenth century  to  the  edge  of  the  present.  The  story  behind  the  collec- 
tions runs  from  the  days  of  the  native  red  men  and  early  French  ex- 
plorers down  to  contemporary  times.  The  greatest  concentration  seems 
to  be  in  the  fascinating  quarter  century  after  1850,  but  the  collections 
for  the  period  from  1875  to  1900  and  the  two  succeeding  quarter  cen- 
turies are  also  numerous  —  and  in  the  longer  perspective  of  future  years 
these  periods  may  well  rival  and  surpass  in  interest  the  pioneering  years 
of  the  1 850s  and  1860s. 

A  distinctive  mark  of  the  total  collection  is  its  reflection  of  the  ac- 
tivities and  achievements  of  people  in  every  walk  of  life,  including  not 
only  famous  leaders  but  also  humble  workers  on  farms  and  in  towns. 
It  is  hazardous  for  a  historian  to  single  out  particular  collections  as  of 
special  and  outstanding  importance.  In  a  large  picture  of  a  period  or  a 
subject,  materials  that  do  not  focus  upon  persons  of  prominence  often 
turn  out  to  be  significant  and  even  essential.  Both  common  and  un- 
common men  have  built  Minnesota.  One  cannot  fail  to  take  cognizance 
in  this  new  Guide,  however,  of  the  papers  of  eminent  Minnesotans  such 
as  Christopher  C.  Andrews,  the  pioneer  of  forest  conservation;  of  sig- 
nificant political  figures  such  as  Cushman  K.  Davis,  Frank  B.  Kellogg, 
John  Lind,  Floyd  B.  Olson,  Andrew  J.  Volstead,  and  Adolph  O.  Eber- 
hart;  and  of  influential  men  in  a  variety  of  professions,  such  as  James 
Gray,  journalist  and  mayor;  Lynn  Haines,  political  editor;  James  Mana- 
han,  lawyer  and  politician;  David  C.  Shepard,  railroad  contractor;  Jason 
C.  Easton,  banker;  Solomon  G.  Comstock,  state  legislator,  congressman, 
and  university  regent;  Engebret  H.  Hobe,  for  many  years  a  consul  of 
Norway  and  businessman  in  this  area;  and  Emil  OberhofTer,  the  dynamic 
director  of  the  Minneapolis  Symphony  Orchestra  in  its  early  years.  Of 
interest  is  the  preservation  by  the  Society  of  the  papers  of  scholars  and 
teachers  associated  with  the  University  of  Minnesota.  These  include 
Professors  Frederic  K.  Butters  (botany),  Clarence  H.  Eckles  (dairy- 
ing), Gisle  Bothne  (Scandinavian  literature),  Oscar  W.  Firkins  (drama 
and  criticism),  Theophilus  Haecker  (animal  husbandry),  Alfred  Owre 
(dentistry),  Thomas  S.  Roberts  (ornithology),  and  Matilda  J.  C.  Wil- 
kin (German).  And  it  is  pleasant  to  note  that  some  of  the  leaders  of 
the  Minnesota  Historical  Society  itself  are  represented,  including  Dr. 
Solon  J.  Buck,  superintendent  for  many  years  and  one  of  the  creative 
architects  of  the  manuscripts  collection,  and  the  late  Judge  Kenneth  G. 
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Brill,  onetime  president  of  the  Society.  Interest  in  the  Society  not  in- 
frequently is  passed  on  from  father  to  son,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know 
that  a  daybook  kept  by  Judge  Brill's  father  in  1875  is  also  listed  in  the 
Guide. 

A  table  of  names  and  collections  may  seem  unexciting  to  some,  but 
the  Guide  opens  the  way  to  hundreds  of  productive  investigations  that 
will  throw  new  light  upon  the  building  of  Minnesota.  Its  potentialities 
therefore  are  almost  limitless,  and  its  lists,  thus  scanned  and  interpreted, 
have  a  genuinely  dramatic  interest.  A  thousand  and  one  histories, 
biographies,  monographs,  articles,  novels,  feature  stories,  plays,  radio 
and  television  presentations,  and  "documentaries"  are  waiting  to  be 
written  from  these  papers. 

The  directed  trend  toward  a  more  adequate  representation  of  the 
business  and  organizational  activities  of  the  people  of  Minnesota,  as  re- 
flected in  many  of  the  newer  collections,  signifies  that  the  Society  has 
broadened  its  collecting  policy  to  meet  the  responsibility  of  a  wide 
coverage  of  the  state's  history.  Here  again  a  perusal  of  the  Guide  reveals 
an  astonishing  diversity  of  records.  There  are  lumber,  mercantile,  and 
banking  papers,  and  various  other  business  archives,  though  the  collec- 
tion is  weak  in  the  records  of  certain  major  industrial  concerns,  such  as 
the  great  milling  companies.  Many  churches  and  religious  organizations 
have  placed  their  older  papers  with  the  Society,  including  the  Minne- 
sota Diocese  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  Lodges,  such  as  the 
Odd  Fellows,  Good  Templars,  and  Elks,  are  represented. 

Americans  are  famed  for  their  organizational  talent  and  zeal,  and  it 
is  not  surprising  that  in  this  Midwestern  collection  one  can  find  the 
papers  of  immigration  companies,  meat  cutters  and  butcher  workmen, 
bachelors'  clubs  and  babies'  homes,  better  business  bureaus,  cigar 
makers'  unions,  the  D.A.R.,  transportation  companies,  pioneer  inns, 
study  and  literary  clubs,  missionary  societies,  cemetery  associations, 
orphan  asylums,  grangers,  Swedish  and  other  immigrant  groups,  claim 
associations,  regimental  clubs,  creamery  associations,  turnvereins,  politi- 
cal parties,  fish  companies,  library  associations,  musical  clubs,  a  state 
dental  association,  cyclone  relief  committees,  phrenological  societies,  and 
even  the  Robert  E.  Lee  Chapter  of  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Con- 
federacy. These  and  many  other  groups  have  played  parts  in  the  on- 
going social,  institutional,  and  economic  life  of  the  state.  Each  must  be 
appraised  in  its  setting  of  time  and  place  and  circumstance.  All,  taken 
together,  throw  light  on  the  American  propensity  for  "joining"  and  on 
the  Minnesota  and  American  web  of  life  and  community  experience 
that  this  "joining"  has  helped  to  spin  from  pioneer  days  to  the  present. 

Minnesota  has  been  a  part  of  a  region,  of  a  nation,  and  of  a  world, 
and  the  collection  is  by  no  means  confined  in  its  historical  interest  to  the 
geographic  boundaries  of  the  state.  Minnesota's  interrelations  with  wider 
areas  are  reflected  in  the  national  and  international  origins  of  the  manu- 
scripts themselves  and  by  the  many  bridges  they  set  up  between  Min- 
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nesota  and  the  larger  world  outside  the  state.  A  policy  of  "splendid 
isolation"  would  be  as  absurd  in  the  manuscript  collecting  of  a  state  as 
in  the  political  and  international  relations  of  a  people.  This  collection 
properly  and  necessarily  is  focused  upon  Minnesota,  but  inevitably  it 
crosses  boundaries  —  into  Canada,  over  the  Atlantic  to  the  European 
world,  to  other  parts  of  the  globe  from  which  our  people  have  come  or 
to  which  they  have  gone,  and  into  many,  if  not  most,  of  the  states  of 
the  Union.  Thus  the  collection  is  of  international  and  national  as  well 
as  state-wide  interest. 

I  cannot  close  this  commentary  without  paying  a  meed  of  tribute  to 
the  Minnesota  Historical  Society.  It  enforces  its  position  of  leadership 
by  offering  to  the  public  a  carefully  designed  key  to  the  rich  materials 
it  has  collected.  The  key  would  have  little  meaning  if  it  were  not  for  the 
fundamental  work  the  Society  has  done  in  gathering  up  and  preserving 
for  the  future  a  priceless  collection  of  records.  It  has  pioneered  and  de- 
veloped, under  expert  management  and  imaginative  leadership,  a  sys- 
tematic and  scientific  administration  of  a  manuscript  collection  that  has 
grown,  not  like  Topsy,  but  as  the  result  of  considered  collecting  policy 
and  strategy. 

No  one  can  fully  appraise  the  ultimate  value  of  such  a  collection. 
That  value  has  already  been  illustrated  in  many  scores  of  books  and 
articles,  but  it  will  not  be  measurably  disclosed  until  the  harvest  of  his- 
torical studies  based  upon  the  manuscripts  has  been  many  times  mul- 
tiplied in  future  years.  It  may  never  be  fully  disclosed,  but  one  can  say 
with  assurance  that  historical  material  of  great  interest  and  promise  has 
been  garnered,  arranged,  and  made  available  to  use.  Much  of  this 
material  would  almost  certainly  have  been  lost  forever  if  the  Minnesota 
Historical  Society  had  not  been  in  existence  and  if  it  had  not  carried 
forward  a  vigorous  program  of  action. 

The  treasures  that  have  been  collected  —  the  recorded  and  indelible 
memory  of  the  past  —  will  increase,  not  lessen,  in  value  and  interest  as 
time  goes  on.  Their  importance  will  grow  the  more  as  the  collection  is 
still  further  enriched  with  each  passing  year  and  decade.  Founded  more 
than  a  century  ago,  the  Society  seems  certain  to  continue  to  function  as 
a  vital  collecting  institution,  alert  to  the  importance  of  history  to  the 
people  and  dedicated  to  the  enlightenment  of  our  own  generation  and 
the  people  of  the  illimitable  tomorrows.

INTRODUCTION 


It  has  been  twenty  years  since  the  Minnesota  Historical  Society  is- 
sued a  guide  to  its  manuscripts  collections.  The  first  such  volume, 
Guide  to  the  Personal  Papers  in  the  Manuscript  Collections  of  the 
Minnesota  Historical  Society,  compiled  by  Grace  Lee  Nute  and  Ger- 
trude W.  Ackermann,  described  455  groups  of  papers.  The  present  Guide 
includes  the  personal  papers  that  have  been  cataloged  since  1935,  as 
well  as  reminiscences,  genealogies,  records  of  business  firms,  labor  or- 
ganizations, and  churches,  and  papers  of  social,  cultural,  fraternal,  civic, 
and  educational  groups. 

Since  1935  many  groups  of  papers  described  in  the  first  guide  have 
received  substantial  additions.  Some  of  them,  such  as  the  papers  of 
Christopher  Columbus  Andrews  and  John  Lind,  have  grown  so  much 
that  it  has  been  necessary  to  include  new  descriptions  of  them.  For 
others  that  have  received  important  additions  —  the  papers  of  Ignatius 
Donnelly,  James  Wickes  Taylor,  Henry  Hastings  Sibley,  and  William 
F.  Davidson  —  no  new  descriptions  have  been  written.  New  descrip- 
tions of  a  few  items  included  in  the  first  guide  that  have  been  recataloged 
since  1935  appear  in  the  present  Guide.  They  are  the  papers  of  Clark  K. 
Orton,  Chauncey  Simonds,  and  Litle  Wiley,  and  an  interview  by  Irene 
Persons. 

A  portion  of  the  Newton  H.  Winchell  family  papers,  described  in  the 
first  Guide  as  item  number  278,  has  been  transferred  from  the  Society 
to  the  University  of  Michigan  at  Ann  Arbor.  The  transfer  included 
chiefly  the  papers  of  Alexander  Winchell,  described  on  page  82  of  the 
first  Guide. 

Since  the  present  Guide  was  four  years  in  preparation,  many  im- 
portant collections  received  since  it  was  begun  are  not  included.  Among 
these  recent  arrivals  are  the  papers  of  Henrik  Shipstead,  Edmund  J. 
Longyear,  the  Weyerhaeuser  companies,  and  Cass  Gilbert.  As  these 
collections  are  cataloged,  mimeographed  descriptions  will  be  prepared, 
announced  in  Minnesota  History,  and  made  available  to  those  who  re- 
quest them.  In  this  way  scholars  will  be  provided  with  information  on 
major  collections  received  in  the  years  that  elapse  between  the  issuance 
of  guides. 
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The  form  used  to  describe  groups  of  personal  papers  is  essentially  that 
adopted  in  the  first  Guide.  One  change,  however,  has  been  made.  In  the 
present  Guide  the  birth  and  death  dates  of  the  creator  of  each  group  of 
personal  papers  have  been  placed  in  parentheses  after  his  name  in  the 
title  line  of  the  description,  whenever  those  dates  could  be  located.  In 
the  first  Guide  that  information  is  given  in  the  index.  For  reminiscences, 
dates  of  the  birth  and  death  of  the  author  and  the  inclusive  years  of  the 
subject  matter  are  given  in  the  entries  whenever  possible.  An  attempt 
has  been  made  in  entries  for  genealogies  to  give  the  inclusive  dates  of 
the  subject  matter,  but  not  the  dates  of  the  compilers.  In  describing  the 
papers  of  business  firms  and  other  organizations,  the  town  or  city  and 
state  where  the  headquarters  was  located  is  given.  When  no  state  is 
given,  the  location  is  Minnesota. 

The  numbering  of  the  entries  is  continued  from  the  first  Guide.  Since 
the  index  is  not  cumulative,  it  will  be  necessary  to  refer  to  both  volumes 
in  order  to  obtain  complete  information  on  any  one  subject. 

Several  of  the  collections  are  labeled  "restricted."  Restrictions  placed 
upon  papers  by  their  donors  vary  from  the  complete  sealing  of  a  collec- 
tion for  a  number  of  years  to  stipulations  of  limited  access  granted 
under  conditions  imposed  by  the  donor.  Full  information  about  the 
restrictions  on  each  collection  so  labeled  may  be  procured  from  the 
Society. 

Because  of  the  expense  of  publication,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  in- 
clude all  the  information  available  about  each  group  of  papers.  Among 
the  additional  reference  tools  available  at  the  Society's  building  are 
inventories  and  calendars.  The  inventories  list  all  the  volumes  in  each 
group  of  papers.  If  a  collection  is  arranged  according  to  subject  rather 
than  chronologically,  the  recent  inventories  list  the  contents  of  each 
box.  Information  about  the  origin  of  each  collection  —  the  identity  of 
the  donor,  the  date  of  acquisition,  and  the  place  where  the  papers  were 
acquired  —  is  also  available  to  searchers. 

To  prepare  a  guide  to  papers  that  have  been  coming  to  the  Society 
for  a  hundred  years  was  a  complex  undertaking.  Since  records  on  the 
collections  were  scant  before  1920,  and  since  hurried  catalogers  in  a 
department  understaffed  for  years  could  give  little  attention  to  some 
details  essential  to  a  guide,  a  great  deal  of  research  had  to  be  done. 
This  research  was  accomplished  with  the  aid  of  many  institutions  and 
individuals.  Among  those  to  whom  we  owe  thanks  are  the  many  donors 
who  answered  our  letters  requesting  information;  Miss  Lois  Fawcett  and 
Mrs.  Geraldine  Martin  Tierney  of  the  reference  department  of  the 
Society;  and  the  following  institutions:  the  library  of  the  University  of 
Minnesota,  the  Minneapolis  Public  Library,  and  the  Hennepin  County 
Historical  Society  in  Minneapolis;  the  Minnesota  State  Archives,  the 
library  of  Macalester  College,  the  St.  Paul  Public  Library,  and  the 
Ramsey  County  Historical  Society  in  St.  Paul;  the  St.  Louis  County 
Historical  Society  in  Duluth;  the  Olmsted  County  Historical  Society 
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in  Rochester;  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Wisconsin  in  Madison;  the 
Michigan  Historical  Commission  in  Lansing;  and  the  National  Archives 
in  Washington,  D.C. 

We  owe  thanks,  too,  to  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Berthel  and  Mrs.  June  D. 
Holmquist  of  the  publications  department  of  the  Society,  who  edited  the 
text,  prepared  the  index,  and  saw  the  guide  through  the  press;  to  Mrs. 
Phyllis  Sandstrom,  also  of  the  Society's  staff,  who  typed  it;  and  to  Mrs. 
Catherine  Rafter  of  the  manuscripts  department,  who  by  skillfully 
taking  care  of  the  daily  business  released  to  the  compilers  the  time 
necessary  to  complete  the  work. 

And  to  all  the  catalogers  who  through  the  years  from  1920  to  the 
present  wrote  the  basic  descriptions  on  which  this  Guide  is  based,  we 
owe  acknowledgment.  Without  good  inventories  and  descriptions,  guides 
such  as  this  would  be  impossible  to  compile.

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EXPLANATIONS 


The  sizes  of  the  smaller  groups  of  manuscripts  are  indicated  by  the 
number  of  items  they  contain.  For  the  larger  groups,  the  number  of 
boxes  occupied  and  the  number  of  additional  volumes  filed  outside  the 
boxes  are  given. 

The  standard-size  box  used  by  the  Society  for  filing  manuscripts 
holds,  on  an  average,  five  hundred  single  manuscript  sheets.  Such  a  box 
is  ten  inches  high,  five  inches  wide,  and  a  trifle  more  than  twelve  inches 
long.  The  half -size  boxes  used  for  some  of  the  smaller  collections  hold 
approximately  two  hundred  and  fifty  sheets.  The  volumes  in  the  collec- 
tions vary  greatly  in  size,  and  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  indicate  how 
large  they  are.  Small  volumes  are  filed,  when  practicable,  in  boxes  with 
other  manuscripts  in  the  collection  to  which  they  belong.

The  few  papers  for  the  period  before  Kellogg  became  a  United  States 
senator  include  a  scrapbook  (1907)  with  clippings  about  his  activities 
as  a  government  attorney  in  investigations  of  the  Edward  H.  Harriman 
trusts  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission;  and  one  letter  and  two 
brochures  (1908)  about  the  Messina  Development  Company  Ltd.,  Lon- 
don, in  which  he  was  interested. 

The  papers  for  Kellogg's  period  of  service  as  a  senator  (1917-23)  in- 
clude correspondence  with  Theodore  Roosevelt  about  Kellogg's  opposi- 
tion to  the  Colombian  Treaty;  exchanges  of  letters  with  William  Howard 
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Taft  concerning  the  views  of  Taft  and  Kellogg  on  the  Versailles  Treaty 
and  the  various  amendments  and  reservations  to  the  treaty  discussed  in 
the  Senate;  letters  from  Robert  E.  Olds,  who  was  working  with  the  Red 
Cross  in  Europe  during  the  period  following  World  War  I  and  who  wrote 
Kellogg  about  food  relief,  refugee  problems,  the  postwar  governments  of 
central  and  eastern  European  countries,  and  the  revolutions  in  Russia; 
letters  pertaining  to  a  bill  proposed  by  the  American  Bar  Association  to 
revise  judicial  procedures;  and  letters  by  Kellogg  to  constituents  ex- 
plaining his  position  on  proposals  for  improving  the  economic  situation 
of  the  farmers  during  the  agricultural  depression  of  the  early  1920s. 
There  are  also  typewritten  transcripts  of  Kellogg's  voting  record  in 
Congress. 

Papers  for  the  period  in  which  Kellogg  served  as  United  States  am- 
bassador to  Great  Britain  (1923-25)  include  correspondence  with  Cor- 
denio  Severance,  a  former  law  partner.  These  letters  contain  discussions 
of  Kellogg's  work  in  England,  a  few  general  comments  about  the  Euro- 
pean scene,  and  observations  on  Minnesota  and  national  politics.  There 
are  stenographic  records  of  committee  meetings  and  plenary  sessions  of 
the  International  Conference  at  London  (1924)  at  which  the  Dawes 
Plan  for  German  reparations  was  discussed;  speeches  by  Kellogg,  who 
headed  the  American  delegation  to  that  conference;  press  releases  from 
the  conference;  and  a  copy  of  the  final  protocol.  Included  also  is  a  scrap- 
book  of  clippings  (1924-25)  with  comments  by  journalists  and  others 
on  Kellogg  as  ambassador. 

A  large  part  of  the  collection  is  concentrated  in  the  period  in  which 
Kellogg  served  as  secretary  of  state  (1925-29).  Although  no  official 
diplomatic  correspondence  is  included,  there  is  correspondence  between 
Kellogg  and  United  States  diplomats,  cabinet  officers,  other  public  offi- 
cials, and  unofficial  foreign  policy  advisors  like  Charles  Evans  Hughes, 
Elihu  Root,  and  Charles  Beecher  Warren.  There  are  also  state  depart- 
ment interoffice  memoranda,  speeches,  scrapbooks,  and  many  letters  of 
advice,  approval,  or  disapproval  of  State  Department  policies  from  jour- 
nalists and  other  private  citizens. 

Throughout  his  term,  Kellogg  sent  informal  summaries  of  state  de- 
partment problems  and  activities  to  President  Coolidge.  There  are  dis- 
cussions of  the  departmental  budget,  reorganization  of  the  department, 
the  selection  of  ministers  and  ambassadors  (especially  to  Canada,  Chile, 
Cuba,  Germany,  and  Mexico),  appointment  of  delegates  to  the  Sixth 
Pan  American  Conference  and  the  preparatory  conference  in  Geneva 
(1927),  and  the  appointment  of  an  under  secretary  of  state  (1928).  In- 
cluded also  is  Kellogg's  draft  of  the  foreign  affairs  plank  for  the  Repub- 
lican platform  of  1928. 

Papers  throughout  the  four-year  period  of  Kellogg's  term  as  secretary 
of  state  have  information  about  the  Tacna-Arica  dispute  involving 
Bolivia,  Chile,  and  Peru.  The  correspondence  includes  exchanges  be- 
tween Kellogg  and  Generals  John  J.  Pershing  and  William  Lassiter,  suc- 
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cessive  heads  of  the  American  commission  to  arrange  for  a  plebiscite  to 
settle  the  controversy. 

Kellogg  corresponded  with  Ambassadors  Dwight  Morrow,  James  R. 
Sheffield,  and  Charles  Beecher  Warren  on  various  Mexican  problems 
that  arose  during  the  period,  especially  about  the  threat  of  President 
Plutarco  Elias  Calles'  government  to  confiscate  American  lands  and 
properties — chiefly  oil — in  Mexico,  and  about  the  international  reper- 
cussions of  the  assassination  of  Alvaro  Obregon. 

A  few  letters  concern  relations  between  the  United  States  and  Nica- 
ragua, especially  American  troops  stationed  there,  and  the  problem  of 
supervising  the  presidential  election  in  1927. 

Letters,  speeches,  and  interoffice  memoranda  (1927-28)  have  infor- 
mation on  the  preparations  for  the  Sixth  International  Conference  of 
American  States  at  Havana,  and  on  the  conference  in  Washington  on 
Pan  American  conciliation  and  arbitration  treaties  (1928).  Correspond- 
ents include  Henry  P.  Fletcher,  Charles  Evans  Hughes,  and  Dr.  Leo  S. 
Rowe,  director  of  the  Pan  American  Union. 

There  is  correspondence  between  Kellogg  and  Silas  Strawn,  who  was 
sent  to  China  as  the  head  of  a  commission  to  negotiate  difficulties  aris- 
ing from  China's  tariff  and  laws  concerning  extraterritoriality,  difficulties 
that  were  made  more  serious  by  the  instability  of  Chinese  governments 
and  by  Japanese  activity  in  China. 

Much  of  the  correspondence  in  1927  is  concerned  with  Kellogg's  in- 
terest in  sending  an  American  delegation  to  a  conference  in  Geneva 
which  was  intended  to  be  preparatory  to  a  conference  on  disarmament. 
Hugh  Gibson,  who  headed  the  delegation,  wrote  a  few  letters  to  Kellogg 
on  the  problems  he  encountered.  An  informal  memorandum  from  Kel- 
logg to  Coolidge  gives  Kellogg's  opinions  on  future  naval  armament  in 
the  United  States  and  among  other  powers,  and  discusses  the  central 
problem  of  the  Geneva  conference.  A  few  documents  after  1927  reveal 
Kellogg's  interest  in  defending  himself  against  the  press's  criticism  that 
the  state  department  had  not  properly  prepared  for  the  conference  and 
that  it  failed  because  of  this  lack  of  preparation. 

Included  also  are  letters  and  other  papers,  beginning  late  in  1927, 
about  the  General  Pact  for  the  Renunciation  of  War  and  related  sub- 
jects, such  as  theories  for  outlawing  war  and  the  activities  of  organiza- 
tions dedicated  to  world  peace  and  world  organization.  There  is  infor- 
mation about  Aristide  Briand's  proposal  that  the  United  States  and 
France  renounce  war  as  an  instrument  of  national  policy;  the  relation 
of  such  a  pact  to  the  Monroe  Doctrine  and  the  Locarno  treaties;  the 
opposition  to  such  a  pact  by  American  "big  navy"  adherents  who  feared 
that  it  would  result  in  a  further  diminution  of  strength;  the  problem  of 
deciding  which  nations  should  be  invited  to  become  original  signatories 
to  the  pact;  Great  Britain's  attitude  toward  it;  the  offer  of  Russia  to 
sign  it;  and  conjecture  about  Benito  Mussolini's  attitude  toward  it  and 
observations  on  his  later  refusal  to  become  a  signer.  After  the  treaty 
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was  signed,  Kellogg  discussed  the  problem  of  getting  it  ratified  by  the 
Senate  without  reservation  or  interpretation.  Included  is  correspondence 
between  Kellogg  and  several  newspapermen  in  which  he  tried  to  enlist 
their  support.  Among  these  journalists  were  William  Randolph  Hearst, 
Walter  Lippmann,  Walter  Littlefield,  Robert  McCormick,  and  Mrs. 
Ogden  Reid.  Discussions  of  the  implications  of  the  pact  continue  through 
1932,  when  Kellogg  was  a  judge  on  the  World  Court. 

Although  many  letters  about  domestic  politics  were  written  to  Kellogg 
while  he  was  secretary  of  state,  he  wrote  few  himself.  Letters  from 
Charles  J.  Moos,  Frank  J.  Ottis,  and  Senator  Thomas  Schall  discuss 
local,  state,  and  national  politics.  Kellogg  took  special  interest  in  the 
elections  of  1924,  1926,  and  1928,  the  projected  St.  Lawrence  Seaway, 
and  the  economic  condition  of  agriculture. 

Among  other  subjects  discussed  in  scrapbooks  (1924-29)  and  letters 
are  the  recognition  of  Russia;  the  admission  into  the  United  States  of 
communistic  aliens;  Italian  legislation  excluding  from  Italy  representa- 
tives of  certain  American  Protestant  churches;  the  League  of  Nations; 
the  World  Court;  the  reception  in  Washington  of  Charles  A.  Lindbergh, 
Jr.,  after  his  flight  to  Paris  (1927);  and  the  visit  of  the  Crown  Prince  of 
Sweden  to  the  United  States.
